.lockey Cliili has taken |H>sse.ssion of the horse and 
liayment of the pnl•se has lieeti snsis'iideil. 

Tlie investigation of the "ringer” stia^y develojieil 
liiat Birdslayer is here in the stalde of Kirhy Orr. 
The two horses were Irronght out this morning. 
Tliey ure much alike as to lador and markings, hut 
Birdslayer is a hand lower in heigiit and fully l.'it) 
IHinnds lighter than Friendless. Friendk'ss has a 
liip do-,vn. S. .1. Cliarles. wlio lired Birdslayer at 
his farm in Te.\as. tiaik a look at Friendless yester- 
day and declared that he was mit Birdslayer. 
Friendless was hred by Tom Ryan. He Is by 
Duui^. opt of k(y Frieud, itpid is a fonr-year-old. 
Mr. Uyaii was asked liy the officials for any mark- 
ings that could lie used in the identitication of the 
horse and lie wired a description of liini in which he 
told of the atfliction to the hip. 

Tlie i|Uestioii of ownersliip involves the supisised 
connection of K. E. Farle.v, who was rnksl off at 
Detroit thrjie years ago for the ■•ringing” of Hie 
iiiare Aimless as Sarah Black at Crosse Poiiite track. 
Friendless was rai-eil without success tiy Kd Ryan, 
who sold him to Charle.v Kelly. The latter raced 
him at Springtield. Illinois, last summer and then 
shipiied to laitoiiia. On the last da.r of tho meeting 
at the Kentucky track Farle.v induced Mike Scanlon, 
well known in tlieatricul and hotel circles, to buy 
tlie liorse. The Ina-se was sent here from Latonia 
along with .1. P. .Maylierr.v's string and turneil over 
to W. A. Toltoii. wlio was in the employ of Farle.v 
at the time of the Sarah Black episode. Scanlon, 
wlien questioned by the judges ttalay, said he had 
wireil Farle.v at Hot .Springs to bet on the horse, and 
that after Hie ra*-e Farley had wired lilm that tin* 
money liad mit lieen liet. 

It was also chiimed Hiat Ik'crsla.ver had liemi 
snlistitnteil. but S. .1. Charles told the officials that 
IVerslayer was killeil in his stud at Cvalde, Texas, 
last year.
